Preliminary Amendment 

The preliminary amendment filed October 1 , 2003 has been entered. 



Specification 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, 'The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," 'The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it includes legal 
phraseology ("means"). Additionally, the reference to "(Fig. 2)" at the end of the 
abstract is vague. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 
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The specification is objected to because the reference character "10" has been 
inconsistently assigned on page 7. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a) because they fail to show 
the elements 16 and 17 as right angle elements as described in the specification. The 
elements 16 and 17 do not appear accurately represent right angles. Any structural 
detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed invention should be 
shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 
37 CFR 1.121 (d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be 
removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several 
views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary 
to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be 
labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to 
obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the 
examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in 
the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the right angle 
elements must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of 
the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



Information Disclosure Statement 
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The information referred to in the information disclosure statement filed October 
1 , 2003 has been considered with the exception of DE 10064204. The IDS fails to 
comply with 37 CFR 1 .98(a)(3) because it does not include a concise explanation of the 
relevance, as it is presently understood by the individual designated in 37 CFR 1 .56(c) 
most knowledgeable about the content of the information, of DE 10064204, which is not 
in the English language. It has been placed in the application file, but the information 
referred to therein has not been considered. 

The information disclosure statement filed on October 1, 2003 does not fully 
comply with the requirements of 37 CFR 1 .98 because: Note the discussion above. 
Since the submission appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH from 
the date of this notice to supply the above mentioned omissions or corrections in the 
information disclosure statement. NO EXTENSION OF THIS TIME LIMIT MAY BE 
GRANTED UNDER EITHER 37 CFR 1 .1 36(a) OR (b). Failure to timely comply with this 
notice will result in the above mentioned information disclosure statement being placed 
in the application file with the noncomplying information not being considered. See 37 
CFR1.97(i). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 3, 4, and 6-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
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which applicant regards as the invention. In claim 3, "the imaginary axis which connects 
them" lacks proper antecedent basis. In claim 3, "the imaginary axis which connects the 
two hips of the user" lacks proper antecedent basis. In claim 3, "the two hips" lacks 
proper antecedent basis. In claim 3, "the user" lacks proper antecedent basis. Line 2 of 
claim 4 is grammatically vague. Note the recitation "wherein in that". Line 3 of claim 6 
is grammatically vague. Note the recitation "respect to surface on which". In claim 10, 
"the ratio" lacks proper antecedent basis. In claim 10, "the angles of inclination of the 
seat" lacks proper antecedent basis. Claims 4, 7-9 and 1 1 are indefinite since each 
depends from an indefinite claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 , 2 and 5 are allowed. 

Claims 3, 4 and 6-1 1 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. A chair with relatively movable backrest and seat sections is 
shown by each of Nordmark (2530625), Berlin (3252734), Lu (6467842), Orton 
(2492106), Hanger (809944), Unwalla (5810440), and Bock (2002/0171276).
